It has come to my attention that 
many sources in the media are searching 
for a reason why the two boys in Colo- 
rado went on a shooting rampage in their 
own school. Parents all over the nation 
are searching for ultimate culprits, 
blaming the NRA, violence on TV and in 
movies, 
today’s music, 
even the kind 
of peer groups 
their own 
teenagers 
hang out with. 

However, 
these same 
parents need 
not look any 
farther than 
the mirror. 

Parents 
reading this 
letter will at 

this point invariably write it off as some 
rebellious teen venting his spleen. On the 
contrary, my parents and I have an 
incredibly open, trusting, respectful 
relationship. I have, however, experi- 
enced several parenting styles first hand, 
as well as observing many more second 
hand. I have made an academic study of 
many parenting philosophies, and thus, as 
I am a reasonably intelligent and informed 
person, I feel qualified to speak on this 
subject. 

A majority of today's parents’ 
problems with their offspring stem from 
their own hypocrisy. The parents of 
teenagers today are usually Baby 
Boomers, who smoked marijuana, knew 
free love, and tripped on LSD in their 
glory days. These same parents consider 
it a given that their son or daughter will 
also engage in these activities, and 
promise dire punishment should their kids 
be caught in the engaging. Not only is it 
unlikely that teens with a good home life 
will do any of these things, but further- 
more, teens in this era face the same 
roadblocks in their relationship with their 
parents that the Boomers faced with 
post-war parents: no one wants to deal 
honestly with the hard issues across the 
generations. It is a lot of work. A far 
more effective stance, rather than “Do as 
I say, not as I did,” would be one of 
providing first, honest information and an 
opinion that comes from experience, 
second, support to deal with their own 
lives as they see fit, and guidance to help 
their teen see more clearly. Finally, 
parents should act as a safety net to fall 
back on in the course of gaining experi- 
ence. This facilitates an open relationship 
about serious issues. If a teen fears their 
parent’s knowledge of an activity, they 


will hide it, or go to their peers about it, 
much as their parents did before them. 
The vicious generational cycle of parents 
lying, by omission or commission to their 
children, and children hiding things from 
their parents from fear of reprisal if 
honest, must be broken. It will only end 
when parents make the effort to snap the 
chain. Teens 
understand 
Boomers had 
no better role 
model, but 
they can make 
a difference. 

A lesser 
hang up of 
most parents, 
drilled into 
them by the 
enculturation 
they received 
from their 
parents, is 

respect for their children. If you respect 
your child, you trust them to make 
intelligent choices for themselves, and to 
learn from experience. This is the driving 
force behind Dr. Kevin Leman’s “Reality 
Discipline” theories. Parents should not 
have to enforce rules; reality will do so in 
a much more efficient manner. Love 
cannot exist in the absence of trust. This 
philosophy begs the question in many 
parents’ minds. “Why are my children 
worthy of respect?” In response, consider 
these: that children arc people, not quasi- 
people. or almost people. Though minors 
are treated differently before the law, in 
reality, children are no less people than 
any other minority. Children also deserve 
respect because a child is capable of 
rational thought on an adult level at the 
age of five. Immaturity is not a function 
of age, but environment. Consider 
incidents of people who arc grown 
legally, yet cannot keep a job, live on the 
sU-cct, arc 
irresponsible, ct 
cetera. Con- 
versely, many 
children and 
teenagers are 
very respon- 
sible. They 
manage their 
grades, win 
scholarships, 
work for a 
living, and care 
for siblings. 

These examples 

show that children are capable of both 
listening to reason and reasoning things 
out on their own, and whether they do or 
not depends on their enculturation. 
Children are also worthy of respect 
because they arc their parent’s legacy. 



They are what live on after their parents 
die. In summation, a person, capable of 
rational behavior, destined to be one’s 
legacy, is worthy of your respect. In the 
extreme event that they are not, the fault 
lies not in them but in the parent, who, in 
their formative years, put them down in 
front of a TV to watch brainless car- 
toons, which change point of view less 
than every ten seconds. Again, this 
parenting behavior is a result of poor 
examples received from the post-war and 
previous generations, however, it need 
not continue. 

Another area of some dispute is 
that of how much involvement parents 
should have in their children’s lives. The 
answer is simply 
as much as is 
invited. Here 
parents basically 
branch into 
three categories, 
authoritarian, 
permissive, and 
authoritative. 

Authoritarian 
parents keep 
their children 
under their 
thumb, overpro- 
tecting them 

from reality. They never discuss the truth 
of issues in an objective manner, hiding or 
biasing it. This leads to a kid’s choice of 
other source’s opinions over their 
parent's. Children in these homes tend to 
buck the system, which causes the 
parents to put on more pressure, which 
leads to more rebellion by the kids, which 
leads to'Eventually, the child leaves 
home or has his will broken. (Note: this is 
considered psychological abuse in many 
states.) Of course, the other possible 
outcomes are suicide or shooting 
rampages. Permissive parents either 
worry about their children, but don’t 

want to interfere, 
and consequently 
keep quiet, or 
they don’t care 
at all, practicing 
neglect. In this 
case, parents 
know the truth 
of a matter, but 
are afraid of the 
response if they 
attempt to bring 
it up. They may 
not know how to 
bring it up, due 
to the fact that their parents didn’t either. 
An advantageous strategy might be an 
attitude of, “This is my opinion, here is 
why I hold it, and it is worth exactly what 
you paid for it.” This approach engenders 
respect, and if teens respect their parents. 



they will heed their non-enforced 
opinions. The reason this works is that 
children can listen to reason, and if they 
hear the reason behind a position, they 
will adhere to it. The key to gaining 
respect, in any case, is not to demand it, 
but earn it. Worthiness of respect is not 
handed down by Divine Right to anyone. 
It must be earned. Authoritative parents 
have a mutual respect for their children, 
while retaining full authority although it 
seldom needs enforcing. In the event that 
it docs, the children, far from rebelling, 
are accepting because they understand an 
extreme circumstance. Authoritative 
parents arc the rare medium. They 
understand that receive respect, they 
must give it. 

The last 

question I address 
will be that of 
why parents arc 
to blame in the 
specific case of 
Colorado. (Or 
any other school 
shooting.) The 
key concept to 
keep in mind is 
this: no one in the 
entire world has 
as much impact 
on any child’s life than his parents. No 
one. If this is not the case, it should be, 
and the reason it is not is the parents' 
fault. Magazine covers such as, “Problem 
Teens — signs to look for in your child arc 
common.” It is the parents’ responsibility 
to not lose touch with their child. They 
should not rely on mass media to help 
them relate to their flesh and blood. The 
problem is not in the teens, they arc or 
had the chance to be perfectly normal. 
Their parents cither did not tell them the 
truth of the world, choosing to attempt 
the impossible task of protecting them 
from it, or did not talk to them, allowing 
them to find their own way in the world 
with no information about it. The latter is 
akin to sending an expert marksman into 
a battle with no ammunition. Many books 
arc written about understanding your 
adolescent or teenager: what to look for 
and when to seek help. The answer to 
one’s child’s behavior are not in books, 
magazines, or talk show. Instead they lie 
in honest conversation, and in listening to 
what one’s child has to say. Children are 
capable of reason, remember? 

(Note to parents: If you attempt to 
immediately “bond" with your child after 
years of neglect, they will not be recep- 
tive. They will consider it what it is, 
erratic behavior. Make a real change in 
your head. It will manifest itself over 
time.)

Not Just Another year in the 
Doldrums; A Historic Year for Debate 

Never in the history of all of MBA 
debate has there been a year such as this 
one. It saw heretofore 
unparalleled domination 
and victory. In a long and 
glorious history of debate 
success at MBA no group 
of people has done as well 
as the squad did this year. 

But while they won and 
competed in many late 
elimination rounds, the 
crowning achievement was 
the victory at the exceed- 
ingly difficult Tournament 
of Champions. 

The TOC. The one 
tournament that is 
regarded by all real debate coaches as the 
definitive arena for deciding a national 
champion. MBA had qualified two teams 
for the prestigious contest. In order to be

But first there was the matter 
of the copious amounts of work needed 
in order to have the necessary files to 
deal with the veritable plethora of 
arguments run by excellent teams one has 
to deal with at the T(X\. So the MBA 
debate team, from most reputable and 
talented, to those still developing debate 
skills, worked all around the clock to 
pump out the

was MBA’s best 
chance to win the 
Tournament of 
Champions and they 
would not be denied. 

Now, however, 
is the time to 
explicate the story of 
the TOC curse. For 
three straight years 
MBA had gone to 
the TOC under the apt tutelage of Alan 
Coverstone, master debate coach and 
Chicago dining expert. Three straight 
years they failed to break. In fact the last 


time MBA broke was in 1986 when a 
spry Warren Sprouse, now coaching 
debate in Iowa, got to the quarter finals 
of the TOC.

When Hermia 
and Helena are fighting, it should 
have been much more aggressive and 
there should have been more physical 
confrontation, particularly from 
Hermia’s end.. .she is actually trying 
to claw Helena’s eyes out!
